for Alaska has proved such a success 
that It has suggested to Dr. Wlllnrd 
Grcnfell, the celebrated physician and 
missionary to l^ibrador, to try what 
the animals can do for tho latter coun- 
try. 
Dr. Grenfcli Is keenly allvo to 


thn temporal as well ns the spiritual 
welfare of his parishioners and bis 
latest attempt to solve tho strenuous 
problem of life for tho people of that 
bleak coast Is through this introduc- 
tion of reindeer. During tho last few 
months a small herd of deer from 
Norway has been landed at Crumlllo 
harbor. Labrador, which will prove. It 
is hoped, tho progenitors of a numer- 
ous native stock. 


It was no holiday task to get the ani- 


mals safely ashore. On account of ice 
Hoes, tho steamer could not reach tho 
landing. 
Some of tho ice on which 


they wcro lowered from tho steamer's 
deck broko under tho weight and sev- 
eral deer unfortunately perished. Tho 
bulk of tho herd, however, was safe- 
ly driven to terra llrmn, when-, under 
the caro of several Lapland families, 
especially Imported for the purpose, 
It Is hoped they will speedily become 
acclimated. 


Dr. Grenfoll, whoso efforts In behalf 


of those far northern pooplos has re- 
ceived wide recognition, and 
whose 


Ktaunch little yacht, tho Strathcona. 
every year makes the round trip of 
nil the Labrador harbors, has long felt 
tho need of such relief as tho rein- 
deer seem likely to afford. 


For one thing they are designed to 


take tho place of docs as u means of 
transportation. 
Those dogs arc pa- 


tient, strong, bearers of burdens, but 
they arc destructive to an alarming 
degree. They light continually among 
themselves, sometimes killing one an- 
other In their fierce combats and oven 
fatally Injuring women and children. 
Two of Dr. Grenfell's native helpers 
have lost their lives from attacks by 
these terrible brutes. 
Tho nolso of 


their barking about tho hospitals Is 
detrimental to patients. Goats or cows 
they destroy, BO that tnlllc. nn Indis- 
pensable article, ns Americans nro apt 
to think, especially In sickness. Is prac- 
tically unknown In Labrador. 
More- 


over, they have ravenous appetites 
and need largo stores of food, 
Tho 


sledges must bo heavily weighted with 
their supplies on every Journey across 
tho snow, when everything depends 
on being as lightly loaded as possible. 


Dr. Grenfell. In experimenting with 


reindeer, is encouraged by tho prece- 
dent of a similar enterprise In Alaska, 
tho most successful Instance of ani- 
mal propagation known. Through the 
untiring efforts of Dr. Sheldon Jack- 
son, n Presbyterian missionary, tho 
reindeer has been made, during tho 
last 15 years, a most useful resident 
among tho Alaskan Eskimo, a people 
who, a few years ago, seemed doomed 
almost to extinction. 
Th. story of 


Dr. Jackson's work reflects credit both 
on his forethought and on his Indomit- 
ablo perseverance. 


On n Journey In 1800 bo discovered 


conditions among the Alaskans which 
boded 111 for their very continuance 
as n people. Tho 
rapacious

man. with his improved weapons, was 
rapidly killing off tho seals, walruses 
and caribou on which the natives de- 
pended for both food and clothing. 
He saw that unless something was

Hud themselves, 


AH tho herds increase, the natives 


will be able to sell their surplua meat 
to minors and others, receiving monoy 
which means n large access of all 
sorts of comforts In that Ico-bound 
country. 


A government official, after H care- 


ful Investigation, savs: 
"It has been 


proved to tho satisfaction of every 
fair-minded person, who has taken tho 
trouble to post himself on tho subject, 
that reindeer are an unqualified sue- 
COHH. both as a means of transporta- 
tion and as a source of supplies for 
most of tho necessities of life." 


There arc now over 8,000 deer In 


Alaska. 


Encouraged by such unouallfled suc- 


cess, Dr. Grenfell has attempted 
a 


similar experiment In Labrador. Tho 
conditions aro so nearly nllko as to 
encourage largo hopes 
of

bcncllclal results. There, as In Alaska, 
arc large .tracts of clndonla moss, a 
square mile of which Is sutllcient to

In view of tho Isolated position of that 
country and the fact that n largo ele- 
ment of UK people has been Hiipposed 
to bo distinctly opposed to anything 
llko militarism. 
It Is provided that 


henceforth every 
able-bodied

Australian Is to bo a soldier and shall 
bo under actual and nctlve military 
training for 14 years,, or

twelfth to hl» twenty-llfth year Inclu- 
sive. The commonwealth haH a popu- 
lation of 4,1100,000, HO that under tho 
military system u potential army of 
about 7GO.OOO will bo created. 


Foar of Japan is doubtless tho con- 


Jtrolling reason for this remarkable do- 
'velopmcnt of militarism ut tho antip- 
odes. For some tlmo tho people of 
Australia havo hwn seriously consid- 
ering tho danger of invasion by einl- 


«mpty, and offers a strong temptation 
to tho yellow man of tho overcrowded 
Asiatic countries. That the Japanese 
are bent upon securing, sooner 
or 


later, a strong foothold In tho con- 
tIncut there Is no doubt, and It wan 
to avert tills that legislation was en- 
acted In Australia excluding all Immi- 
gration but that of tho whlto races, It 
Is to be prepared for the thorough en- 
forcement of this policy that Australia 
has adopted a system of military con- 
scription and training compared with 
which oven that of Germany seems 
lux and Ineffective.

At 
four o'clock In the afternoon you may 
bo touching glaas«n with a young me- 
chanic at a "ratbskeller" In a friendly 
chat over your beer UH to how things 
look In hla end of tho ward. At C p. 
in. you may bo dining with u bunch of 
JtidxeR and party magnates in uomo 
fasblonabln club, making wild guuHson 
with tho rest of them as to how na- 
tional politics looms up. At 
twelve 


that night you may bo addressing for- 
ty or fifty pooplo in a llttlo hall back 
of 8om« saloon. You must 
bo pre- 


pared to incut all kinds of poopln at a 
minute's notice, and you must bo abl<> 
to understand them and adapt your- 
self to them Instantly and easily, or 
you will bo lost in political society.

Those down-town meetings wero valu-

"Jobs" to sort out. 
In neither of my

Thn "grand balls" wero of coursi 


the most Important functions 
given 


by thn party. They wero attended by 
everybody, including tho mayor, and 
ho led the grand march. 
It was a 


lively time, and 
diamonds 
woro a* 


plentiful ns 
blackberries. 
Full-dross 


suits wero largely 
In evidence, and 


thn dancing kept up 
until 
morning. 


At such n bull tho extreme opposite* 
of political life met, once n year, and 
the occasion was one to bo romem 
bored. Judges, with an eye to possible 
or probable ro-nomlnatlon, woro not at 
all too proud to attend, and occasion 
ally somo of tho city's ollto attended, 
Just for the novelty of the thing. A 
woman might bo led out by an ex 
governor of the state for ono sot, and 
tho next set—

U was a truly cosmopolitan gather 


Ing. unique and •picturesque, and rare- 
ly was there any disturbance that 
amounted to anything. 


Another and morn common phase of 


mlltlcal social life was at the saloons. 
Hero the ward 
politicians gathered, 


not only to talk politics, but to roll 
len-plns, play pool nnd. at the card- 
tables, "play for the 
drinks." Tho 


imount of social intercourse thus had 
n a large city Is enormous. After the 
ordinary ward politician had eaten hla 
mipper'ho would bo ready to engage 
In his political cruising, and be could 
usually find a bunch of men at 
the 


bowling alleys, or In the card-room of 
Iil» 
ni'luhliorlng 
saloon. 
1 
went 


through a great many political lights 
and skirmishes, big and little, and nt- 
cejit Just at election times I saw very 
little drunkenness. Hut there was no 
doubt that the worklngnien and 
mo- 


chiuilcH gathered at the saloons to 
see each other. And there was no 
doubt that they spent money there; 
maybe more than they should 
have 


done. Hut that was where they went 
to find companionship; to meet tholr 
"society," 
I have often gone to tho 


swell political clubs and there met the 
professional men, lawyers, doctors 
and professors, business men of large 
Interests

channels, and 


they sat at the tables and drank their 
wine where the ward 
fellows drank 


beer, and 
they 
played "bridge" or 


"poker" where tho ward men played 
"pinch," and when you come 
to the 


question of which Is moral and which 
Is not, 1 leave It cheerfully to every 
man for himself to Judge. 


ICvery year, and always lo the good 


old summer-time, tho swell picnic was 
held, generally away out In tho coun- 
try In some grove, And hero political 
society disported Itself In Its gayest 
and gladdest "rags," and gave Itself 
up to unalloyed festivities of all sorts 
ami kinds. There was the fat 
man's 


race, 
the 
sack 
race, chasing 
the 


greased pig (so politically suggestive), 
the tug-of-war 
between 
tho llremun 


and policemen's teams, tho dances, thn 
speeches, the bowling alleys, tho "nig- 
ger baby and baseball" stand, the um- 
brella and eano game, the lemonade 
stands, the wandering minstrels, and 
the "shell game," You could 
spend 


your money n little nt a tliun at tho 
dlversllled amusements, or you could 
have one swift thrill ami lose It all at 
the "nhi'lls." 


When the band struck up a favorite 


waltz tune at the platform you could 
go up and "pivot" with your partner, 
Just to show that you wero not proud, 
or that you knew how to "reverse," 
Dancing went on all the time, couple-* 
coming and going and round dancing 


holng succeeded by quadrilles. Some- 
times n lithe and sinuous Jig-dancer 
Rot a spaco cleared for himself to dis- 
port In, and great was the enthusiasm 
when some girl would accept a chal- 
lenge and como out on tho boards to 
do a turn with tho Jig-dancer. Such ad. 
vancing and swaying and retreating; 
such apparent Indifference nnd then 
unexampled vigor; such a hammerlnH 
of tho boards and turning nnd twist- 
Ing, until at the end the crowd roared 
Its approval and tho dancers disap- 
peared among tho spectators. 


Political society at tho picnics, dem- 


ocratic as It seemed at llrst blush, had 
Its lines of demarcation, which wore 
quite noticeably drawn. Tho wlfo and 
daughters of the "big boss" worc-on 
hand, together with the women-folks 
of the various office-holders, but they 
did not mingle with tho average lady 
picnickers.

happened, tho

gates of heaven opened and drowned 
tho picnic grounds. Tho last political 
picnic I attended commenced 
on 
a 


very threatening day, and at last tho 
clouds seemed to make up their minds 
to sweep the grounds. Our party had 
taken alarm, with a number of others, 
and had gone down tho track to whew 
tho llrst train to town was stationed. 
The crowd got there and jammed the 
train Instantly, .lust opposite the pic- 
nic ground, and a half mile from us, 
was a wide platform, uncovered, on 
which stood hundreds who were wait- 
ing for tills train. "I^et her go, Sam," 
said the conductor; "no stop till wo 
get to Chicago." Away wo wont, and 
as we passed the picnic grounds hun- 
dreds more cnmo down through

drenching showers 
In white dresses 


that stuck to their limbs and straw 
hats that wero being soaked to ruin. 
Hut the train went past regardless of 
their yells, and as it went by tho car 
windows were raised and tho chorus 
of tho latest song was

She Is now 
held a prisoner at 12111s Island until 
her mental state shall have been deter- 
mined. 


Mrs. IlyzUk. with her two children, 


Klsa, aged one year, and Helln, aged 
threo years, came here to rejoin her 
husband, who had left her In Russia. 
Gales marked the passage 
of 
the 


Statendam enntlntiotinly, and the baby, 
IClsa, became violently ill, apparently 
with convulsions. 


Dr. Kelley. the ship's surgeon, was 


not called to attend the case and knew 
nothing of the Illness of the child 
until It had been reported that she had 
been thrown Into the sea. The steer- 
ago passengers, supposing 
that 
the 


baby hud died, became excited, their 
superstitious minds Immediately as- 
sociating such an Incident w l t h ^ t h o 
continuous storm on the ocean. 
They 


followed up their conclusions to this 
effect with n demand on Mrs. Hyzllk 
that, she bury the baby in the sea. 


Crazed by grief and a fear similar 


to that which actuated her fellow pas- 
sengers, the frantic mother yet sought 
to keep her child with her until she 
reached America and met her hus- 
band. This 
determination 
on 
her 


part only added to the excitement of 
the Ignorant element In the steerage, 
who Insisted that the baby was the 
cause of the storm, to allay which It 
was necessary that she be cast Into 
the sea.
